MISSOURI MINE INSPECTOR. 



icon, Mo,, Aug. 10.— K. & 
Thomas, Ooal Mine Inspector of 
Missouri, has a fixed belief tbat 
loneevity and coal mining go to- 
gether. 

"You never hear ef a co*l 
miner having consumption," 
•aid Mr. Thomas, "unlet* he 
contracted the disease before he 
went into the pit. And even 
then he finds the peculiar prop i' 
erties of a coal mine beneficial 
to his lungs, and he often be- 
comes well and strong by reason 
of his work under the ground. 

"We have a number of hardy 
miners in Missouri who were 
taken into the pit in tne old 
country (Wales) at n. 7 and 8 
years to act aa trapper ooya. 
Theae youngsters kept steadily 
at work until they were promot- 
ed to be miners' assistant* and 
then regular miners, and thrived 
mightily under conditions which 
in most trades would retard 
their development — I mean, 
beginning work at tbat early 
age. 

"It seems as if Providence had 
given health to the miner as a 
recompense for the hazard of hia 
calling. Nearly all of those who 
manage to dodge falls of rock, 
breaking cables and other dang- 
ers incident to the craft live to 
a green old age. They not only 
live, but keep at work. 

"It would surprise Doctor Os- 
ier if he knew how mauy uit-n 
far past 00 were yet working in 
the mines at Bevier. Uncle 
Johnnie Griffith, who died a few 
months ago at tne age of 84, 
worked in the pit from the age 
of 7 until a year before he died. 
Be began as a trapper boy in 
Wales, bis father carrying bim 



to the mine on his back. 

"His last work waa in miue 61 
of the Oentral Ooal Company, 
near bevier, and be made a full 
hand every day for three years 
after he was 80. With the ex- 
ception ef a abort time that he 
ran a hoisting engine Mr. 
Griffith had practically been in 
the pu three-quarters of a cen- 
tury," 

Mr. Thomas has made some 
research at Bevier, the largest 
coal camp in the .State, and finds 
that there are there a number of 
men who bave been at work for 
half a century and more in coal 
mines and are still vigorous. 

"And here's another th ug," 
remarked Tom Williams, a vet. 
eran who had to abandon the 
pit some years aeo owing to a 
fall of rock, "voo never hear a 
miner puff and blow when he 
runs. Bis wind is as good as an 
athlet's. His lungs are sound, 
although coated thick with ooal 
dust. 

. "Nearly everybody at Bevier 
burns coal for all purposes, be- 
cause it ie aheap. Most other 
towns in these parts use wood 
for fireplaces and heating. Now 
in time the tops of the Bevier 
houses become coated with coal 
soot from their chimneys, and 
the rain after falling on the 
roofs passes into the wells and 
tbey drink it. 

"A Bevier family doesn't like 
water unless it is oaught that 
way and goes through that pro 
cess; that's the only kind of 
water tastes good to 'em. Why? 
Because it has properties that 
kill pneumonia and typhoid fer- 
er germs. 

"It's an absolute fact that 
people don't have such maladies 
when tbey use water caught in 
that way. I've lived among 
them a lifetime and I know 
that. I can't give the scientific 
reason for coal soot's beneflcient 
influence on well water, but 
there's no earthly doubt that it 
has such influence." 



HIGHER PAY DRAWS MEN 

BACK TO THE ARMY. 



Increase in Recruiting, Particu- 
larly in Re-enrollment, Is 
Reported. 

CLASS OF SOLDIERS ARE BETTER. 



Chicago, Aug. 8 — According 
to the officials of the army re- 
cruiting offices in this city the 
effects of the law for the in- 
crease in the army pay, which 
became etfective on May, 11, 
have begun to be noticed iu the 
increase iu enlistments. The 
greatest increase has been iu the 
re-enrollment of old army wen. 
formerly a great proportion of 
men dropped out of tne ranks 
after serving oue or two enlist- 
ments, but the much higher pay 
which they are uow granted , 
proved au important faotor in 
retaining these traiued men. 

The bill for the advance iu 
pay that has been such a factor 
in the increase in the number of 
men eutering the service has 
provided au especial raise Mi the 
salaries of all noncommissioned 
weu. The private soldier ou 
irel enlistment, iu addition to 
bit clothes allowance, receives 
lie a mouth, whereas he former- 
ly got only lit. 

On hit second and third en 



llstmeuts he gets $18 and $21, 
respectively, and a further in- 
crease of $1 a month for each 
sbces8ive enlistment up to and 
including the seventh. By this 
time, if be still continues a pri- 
vate, he receives $2b a month. 
The corporal is giveu $21 for 
first enlistmeut as compared 
with $15 formerly, au increase 
of uearly 60 per cent. He has 
the same amouut of increase for 
succeeding enrollments as the 
private. 

Under the new law the great- 
est increase in pay was for the 
first sergeant, who now draws 
445, while he ouly got $25 under 
the old plan. The highest-paid 
private is now iu the baud, 
wbere $24 a mouth is the figure. 

Auother feature which seems 
to catch the eye of he recruit is 
that which provides that auy 
man serving outside of the 
I Dion and teriitorie* of the 
I'uited Slates is entitled to an 
increase of 20 per cent, this 
schedule to go into effect ou Ins 
leaving the shorfs of this ooun 
try. The certificate of merit, 
entitling the holder to $2 a 
mouth additional for distin- 
guished services, is also a draw- 
ing card.

COAL MINING IN KEN TUCKY 

LARGEST RECORDED IN PRODUCTION.

The output of coal in Kentucky in 1907—10,758,124 short tons, 
having a spot value of $11,406,088— was the largest in the history 
of the State, being nearly throe times that of 1907 and nearly 
double^hjfcof 1901. 

In a preliminary statement given to the press by the United 
States Geological Survey early in , February it was estimated that 
the coal production of Kentucky lot 1907 had increased about 10 
per cent over that of 1906. The complete statistics for the State, 
as reported in the L "rvey, show a Wain in production of 1,099,477 
short tons, or 11.89 per cent in quantity, and $1,696,100, or 16.20 
per cent in value. The increase would probably have been con- 
siderably greater, in spite of the financial flurry marking the clos- 
ing months of the year, bad not tres abnormally high temperatures 
that prevailed during November afid December lessened the usual 
demand fer coal for local consumption. 

Ukor fin Aim r The coal mines of Kentucky in 1907 gave em- 
ployment to 16,971 men, who worked an average of 210 days, 
against 16,272 men, working an average of 212 days, in 1906, and 
14,685 men, working au average oy 200 days in 1905. More than 
two-thirds of the mines of Kentucky are operated on the "open 
shop" or non-union basis, and in consequence the eight-hour day 
is not so generally observed as ia some of the other coal-mining 
States. In 1907, of the total men employed, 6.842 worked ten 
hours a day, 4,508 worked nine hours, and 4,610 worked eight 
hours. The average production per man in 1907 was 8.02 tons, 
compared with 2.98 in 1906 and 2 87 in 1906. The average pro- 
duction for each employee for the year 1907 was 684, compared 
with 682.1 in 1906 and 574 2 in ; 1906. These figures indicate a 
steady improvement in the productive capacity per employe, due 
in part at least to the growth and] use of undercutting machines. 
Kentucky being one of the most progressive States in this regard. 
There were 808 mining machines in use in 1908, 458 in 1904, 527 
iu I «.♦(>.'». 600 iu 1906, and 708 in 1907. The machine mined coal 
produced in these five years has increased from 8,848,806 tons in 
1903 to 6,504,262 tons in 1907. The machine-mined pro loot in 
1907 was 51.19 per cent of the totsWproduction, a percentage of iu-

Four meu were killed 
outside the mines, and 6 deaths are attributed to miscellaneous 
causes. The death rate per thousand of employees was 1.9, and 
the number of tons mined for each life lost was 866,086. 

The record of the St. Bernard group of mines iu Hopkins and 
Webster counties for 1907 was oue Me lost for 1,260,000 tous of 
coal mined. The record of this group of mines for six years past 
was approximately oue life lost for each 1,000,000 tons of coal 
mined. This indicates the very exceptional conditions and record 
in this group of mines and tells a story of success for the mines 
generally of this non union Hopkins county field. — (Editor.) 

Only 0m Watking Plant. But one company in Kentucky reports 
the use of a washing plant for improving the quality of its pro- 
duct. The amount of coal washed by this company in 1906 was 
99,768 tons, which yielded 88,678 tous of cleaned coal aud 11,085 
tons of refuse; the amouut of coal treated in 1906 was 92,612 tons, 
which yielded 82,822 tons of cleaned coal and 10,290 tons of refuse. 

Coal Fields of the Stale. Kentucky's coal product is drawn 
from two of the great coal fields of the country, and it is the only 
State which is thus favored. The coal beds of the great Appa 
lachian system underlie the eastern counties of the State, exteud 
ing entirely across it in a north-east-southwest direction; aud the 
southern limits of the central or eastern interior field are found in 
the more northern counties of the western part. The total area 
underlain by coal-bearing rocks iu eastern Kentucky is estimated 
at 10.270 square miles, and that in the western part of the State at 
6,400 square miles. Up to the close of 1908 the western district 
had produced considerably more than half the total output of the 
State, but judgiug from recent developments in Pike, Johnson aud 
other counties, it seems probable that the production of the east- 
ern district will soon exceed that of the western. 

Available Supply ef the Stmte. M K. Campbell, of the United 
States Geological Survey, eUimates that the original coal supply 
of the State of Kentucky, wheu mining first begau, was 104,028,- 
000,000 short tons ; from this thero bad been miued to the close of 
of 1907, according to the best available records, approximately 
122,400,000 short tons, which 'epreseuts au exhaustion of 184,800, 
000 tone, or 0.18 of 1 per cent of the origiual supply. 

Detailed statistics of the production of ooal iu the Uuited 
States, compiled by E. W. Parker, the coal expert aud chief sta 
tistician of the Uuited States Geological Survey, are published by 
the Survey as an advance chapter from "Mineral Resources" of 
the United States, Calendar Year 1907." Copies of this chapter 
will soou be ready for distribution.

POSTAGE STAMP CHEATS. 



Who Run the Riak a* 
Qelng to Prieen. 
"Ton would be surprised," said a 
poatofflce clerk, "at the efforts people 
make to avoid the payment of postage. 
And quite often It Is not the work of 
children either. The most common 
trick is to take the stamp that has been 
canceled by hand and the Impression 
Just touches the edge of the atamp. 
After pricking the marked edge with s 
pin or cutting it with a pair of shears 
Id resemble the punctured edge of tbe 
stamp or tearing away that part the 
stamp Is put on sn envelope for an- 
other voyage. All these are placed In 
the hands of postal Inspectors for In- 
vestigation. — — ■ ... 1, 

"Others try to give the Impression 
that a stamp had been put on an en- 
velope and become loose and lost in 
transit by sticking a stamp oa the en- 
velope and then pulling It with part of 
tie envelope sticking to it off again. 
These ss well ss underpaid letters, un- 
less they have a foreign destination, 
where postage Is then collected, are 
marked 'Returned for postage* aad 
sent back to the sender. Second class 
matter, as a roll of newspapers, Is of- 
ten sesled against Inspection by hav- 
ing the stamps overlap the cover. 
Whether foreign or not It Is returned 
for postage. When it sgaln shows np, 
the mistake rectified, upon Inspection 
it Is usually found to contain written 
letters, photographs (unmounted). Jew- 
elry, merchandise of all kinds, making 
the package underpaid; hence it la 
again returned. 

"Hut the limit of foolishness comes 
when a person tries to efface the in- 
delible ink from the stamp and with 
half the features of tbe stamp missing 
or rubbed away and some of the ink 
still remaining affixes it to an envelope, 
with the "duress of the sender upon 
the back to facilitate investigation. 

"This, though. Is stretching M a lit- 
tle too much: A postcard that had been 
put through a canceling machine and 
delivered to the addressee had the 
canceling Impression and the address 
scratched off with the aid of a sharp 
knife and a new address substituted 
and a written message pasted on the 
reverse side."— New York Sun.

The life' gtory of Isaac MoOirr reads 
i romance. He was the son of 



ener every session, Is a Scotchman 
with a fine burr, and the superintend- 
ent of the national botanic garden. His 
name la William R. Smith. Beside* 
knowing much about plant life he la 
a worshiper of the poet, Robert Burns, 
and owns what is said to be tha beat 
and most extensive collection of the 
works of the Scotch poet in all the 
world. 

Mr. Smith owns 600 different edi- 
tions of the poems of Burns. The ma- 
jority of these are published in Eng- 
lish. In addition to the Bums editions 
the Smith library contains 6,000 books 
relating to Burns, including 27 bio 
graphical works. The^ walls of the 
gardener's house are" covered with 
more than 200 pictures of Burns, no 
two alike.

COLONIAL MANSION A MUSEUM. 



House Built by Friend of William 
Penn Now Belongs to Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia— Stenton, the famous 
old mansion of the Logan family at 
Wayne Junction, woe the scene of a 
brilliant assemblsge recently. The 
occasion was the giving of a tea by 
the president and board of managers 
of the City Parks association. 

Stenton 1.- one of the most interest- 
ing and noted of the many colonial 
mansions in Philadelphia and its en-

vlrons. It Is the old country seat of 
the Logan family at Wayne Junction. 
Stenton was built by Jamea Logan, 
one of the most distinguished men of 
his time. In 1727, and to-day is in an 
excellent state of preservation. The 
old mansion some years ago paaaad 
into the hands of the Colonial Damea, 
and waa presented by them to the cHy 
for a public muaeum. 

Stenton Is two atoriea high and built 
almost entirely of brick. Tha old fash 
loned windows and gabled roof still 
■uggest remlnlscencee of colonial 
times. Half of the front of tha house 
■ the second floor la occupied by oue 
large room. Jamea Logan came to 
America in the time of William Penu 
and held numerous important poai 
(ions, such aa secretary of tha prov- 
ince, commissioner of property, mem 
gag of tke provincial council and chief 
Justice of Pennsylvania. After the 
battle of Oermontowu the British 
forces camped near Stenton snd Oen. 
Howe made bis headquarters there.

William McOirr, who come Jo W 
Ington county from Maryland In 1 
tils mother was Rebecca John, a 
Washington county girl, who, In ber> 
teena, become the wife, of Isaac UrWf' 
flth. He died soon after the marriage. 

Isaac Griffith McGIrr was born in 
the cottage In which' W now lives, la 
1828. When scarcely five ' years old 
he took to the use of the pea. From 
his mother's side of the lainiiv, he 
si.y s. he inherited hia liking for the 
art. Before he was seven years of 
age he waa able to write an e 
tug hand, and * In I. still a " 
known as the best penman 
Washington county , • 

After a course under John D. Wil- 
liams. In Washington, supplemented 
by a three months' course under Rice 
A Spencer, In Plttaburg, jtoung McOirr 
soon became recognised* as a master 
of the art of penmanship. He early 
turned his attention , to drawing, and 
with pen and pencil produced pictures 
that have since been pronounced per- 
fect. Many of thaaa, which he still 
treasures among bis possessions, caa- 
not be distinguished by the naked eye 
from steel engravings. 

While still a small boy Isaac Mo- 
Oirr learned to play the violin. Be- 
fore he was 20 be had practically mas- 
tered the instrument. His, desire to 
see the avorld led the Reallsvllle lad 
to New York city. In the metropolis 
he readily rose to the top lu bis chos- 
en professions. He soon became first 
violin in one of New York's leading or- 
chestras. For several years be was 
a student of Ole Hull, the master vio- 
linist of the age. 

In New York Mr. MoGIrr continued 
his pen and penoll work, and there he 
produced what be believed to be his 
most nearly perfect drawlnga. Mr. 
McGIrr still haa In hla posaeaalon cer- 
tificates from a number of notable per 
sons who examined his work lc New 
fork and who pronounced some of his 
drawings the best in existence. 

Mr. McGlrr'a patents having reached 
and advanced age, their aoa 
to the Weat Pike Run farm to 
to. them In their declining years. Tbir 
waa In 1870. That farm has since re 
mained hla home. He boa never sine* 
beeu back to New York aud the seem 
•f hia many triumphs. 

McGIrr the elder died in 187* and In 
I8D0 the mother followed her husband 
to the grave. To the care of Isaac 
McGIrr two alalers were left. Hotl 
the sisters died In 1886. aud Isaac Mc 
Qlrr haa since lived entirely alone 
Within the next two months he wUibe 
40 years of age 

Despite bis advanced years and bla 
enforced solitude, Mr. McGIrr is rai 
i "Hi dissatisfied with his lot. lu fact 
with him to exist Is self sufficient Hi 
Uvea close to nature, la a thrrougi. 
• egetarlka aad honest, aprlf | dti 
ten. To these rircumatauve* the aged 
'uan point* aa tbe eaplauatlou for hi 
obust health aud splendid ukysi 
xiuJiUuu.
